RECORDS 


What should you keep? What 
can you throw away? At least once 
a year, go through your paperwork 
and thin it out. If you don’t own a 
shredder, invest in one for privacy 
and identity protection. 

Once your monthly bank state- 
ments list ATM transactions and 
credit-card purchases, you can 
ditch those little slips you've been 
holding onto (unless you've 
charged business expenses you're 
going to deduct). Toss utility bills 
when payment is noted on the next 
ones, Tax documentation should 
be saved for three years after fil- 
ing, six years if you own a busi- 
ness—but not forever, 

Do save any statements that 
show the date and purchase price 
of a stock or mutual fund so you 
can match it with the sale informa- 
tion, Keep year-end statements, 
too, that indicate how much you 
have reinvested. 

Start recording any sales tax you 
pay, especially for big-ticket items. 
It may offer a better deduction than 
state income tax.

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Appeal dismissed on all counts in summary judgement

WILMINGTON - The afford- 
able housing proposal known as 
Crystal Commons got the go- 
ahead from a Superior Court 
judge last week. The proposed 
108-unit condominium develop- 
ment, slated for construction at 
the former Diamond Crystal 
manufacturing plant at 10 
Burlington Avenue, had 
received a majority approval 
from Wilmington’s Board of 
Appeals (BOA) in April of this 
year. A lawsuit filed in May on 
behalf of Burlington Avenue 
resident Neil Devins and State 
Representative James Miceli 
put a halt to the project by 
seeking judicial review of the 
BOA's approval. 

Among other things, the law- 
suit claimed that Devins and 
Miceli Miceli are aggrieved by 
the BOA’s decision and that the 
BOA exceeded its authority in 
approving the Crystal 
Commons proposal. 

Superior Court Justice H.J. 
Smith, Jr, dismissed all of 
Devins’ and Miceli’s claims in 
a summary judgment issued on 
December 13th. Additionally, 
Devins and Miceli have been 
ordered to pay for legal costs 
incurred by the defendants as a 
result of the action 

“Devins opposes the project 
because he does not want to 
have ‘to deal with’ what he 
claims to be ‘350 new neigh- 
bors...who are permanent and 
don’t leave,” Justice Smith 
wrote in his discussion of the 
background of the case. “In 
addition, Devins claims the 
project would ‘severely worsen’ 
the existing traffic congestion 
problems, though he admits he 


had done no formal analysis 
with respect to the issue.” 

Smith found that Devins and 
Miceli offered no credible evi- 
dence to support their claims 
that the project would increase 
traffic and population density 
to unsafe levels. 


“10 Burlington proffered the 
Traffic Study and the Abend 
Associates Peer Review 
Analysis, both of which state 
the project would not generate 
a significant amount of new 
traffic in the area,” Smith 
wrote in his decision. “Neither 


Devins nor Miceli responded 
with any evidence or expert 
testimony to counter these find- 
ings.” 

The plaintiffs’ claim that 
pedestrian safety would be 
reduced as a result of the pro- 
ject was likewise dismissed. 


Smith notes that the BOA 
specifically conditioned _ its 
approval of the project on the 
developer's constructing a 
pedestrian walkway running 
from the project site under- 
neath Route 62 to the MBTA 
station. Such a walkway would

The plaintiffs claimed that- 
the completed development:

“Devins has admitted that he 
does not know whether the pro- 
ject, constructed as per the 
Board's conditions, would 
result in a decrease of water 
pressure to the surrounding 
neighborhood, Further, Devins 
conceded that the piping alter 
native ecified by the Board 
may actually increase the 
water pressure to the vicinity. 
thereby benefiting the neigh 
borhood,” Smith —_wrote. 
“Neither Devins nor Miceli had 
consulted or presented any 
expert to testify regarding 
water pressure 

In order to have standing to 
appeal the Board's approval 
Devins and Miceli must estab: 
lish that they are “persons 
aggrieved.” In order to qualify 
as such, a_ plaintiff must 
demonstrate that they have, or 
likely will, “suffer violation of a 
private right, a private proper: 
ty interest, or a private legal 
interest.” Plaintiffs may not 
claim individual aggrievement 
based on effects shared by the

The Ghost of Christmas Past 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 

WILMINGTON - Christmas 
traditions vary from one family 
to another. In our family, there 
were two very different ways of 
celebrating Christmas. My 
father's side, with their Danish 
and Swedish heritage, tended to 
have a bigger celebration than 
my mother's family. My moth- 
er's family, the Nortons, would 
celebrate Christmas more qui- 
etly. 

My aunt, Sylvia Neilson wrote 
a family history, which told of 
Christmas in the Neilson house- 
hold of 90 years ago. She wrote: 

“For that is just what the fam- 
ily did on Christi Eve, dance 
around the Christm tree 
alight with many candles and 
bedecked with paper flags of 
many nations. The old Danish 
Christmas song, Nu Er Det Jul 
Igen was never sung more 
enthusiastically or more discor 
dantly. 

“Christmas trees, by the way,

were not too common in those 
day$ (1920), at least not in a 
small New England town 
replete with Puritan traditions. 
Scandinavians, when they set- 
tled in New England, were hor- 
rified at the sober celebration 
of Christmas in these parts. 
“Caroline Neilson did her best 
to preserve an old Swedish cus- 
tom of Christmas Eve. She 
would serve Lut Fisk (cod aged 
in a solution of lime and soda)

A photo sent to me by my see 
ond cousin Dan Carter brought 
back memories of — the 
Christmas party at Eddie and 
Mildred Neilson's. The picture 
is of a great many Neilsons 
singing Christmas carols. 

Eddie was my father's first- 
cousin, and he had five broth- 
ers and sisters. By the time you 
include spouses, cousins and 
children, the party was quite 
large. My mother would refer to 
my father having “cousins by 
the dozens.” 

The tradition began at the 
Elms, which Ede parents, 
“Pop” and Stine Neilson bought 
in 1907. They ran a summer 
boarding house for about 15 
years. And their Christmas par 
ties were said to have been 
something special 

Eddie married Mildred Buck 


and they built a house near the 
Elms. Eventually, the party 
moved from the Elms to Eddie 
and Mildred's house.

What I like best 

about Christmas, I 

have to say, is not 

the cheer, the joy, the vacuous look on shop- 

per's faces. Oh no. For me, the true merri- 

ment of the season is all about a cutthroat 
Yankee Swap, 

Cutthroat how, you may ask. Good ques- 
tion. For a swap to be “Yankee” it must also 
be cutthroat. You might say ‘Pirate Swap’, 
but that would be just rude. Indeed, stalwart 
Yankees know that the best swaps turn even 
the most serene women and the most gentle- 
manly of fellows into capricious gift-stealing 
fools. The little niceties of life, politeness, 
consideration, have little place in a proper 
Yankee Swap. If you want to be nice, call it a 
California Swap, some left-coast feel-good 
swap is fine, just don't call it Yankee. 

With that introduction, let's review. the 
rules for proper swappage. 

Most of you are familiar with the format. 


swap that allows number 2 to open a gift 
first, before deciding whether or not to swap, 
is a Mid-Western swap, known for its man- 
ners (which, again, have no place in a 
Yankee Swap). 

The unwrapping/swapping/etc continues 
until the last person has chosen the last gift. 
THEN, number 1 gets the option to swap 
with anyone else. Number 1 gets the last say, 
any other way, frankly could be Un-

However, I have recently learned of two 
new swap methodologies that improve the 
richness of the experience. 

Method 1: Mix up the numbers. So, number

from and one for the host to use to determine 
order. Same rules apply though: the second 
and subsequent swappers can either take 
Someone else's gift or open a new one.

Smith found that Devins, as a 
direct abutter to the project, 
had the presumption of stand- 
ing in the matter, and thus had 
the right to appeal. Smith 
found that Miceli, who lives as 
far as 600-feet away from the 
project, did not have individual 
standing in the matter. 

“Neither Devins nor Miceli 
has offered the necessary spe- 
cific, credible evidence that 
they suffer individualized 
harm,” Smith wrote. “Neither 
plaintiff claims an injury that 
is unique as to them. 
Therefore, both Devins and 
Miceli lack standing as to this 
issue.” 

Richard Tambone, the devel- 
oper of the project, did not 
return a call for comment. 

Miceli will be addressing the 
issue within the next couple of 
weeks.

Getting rid of the bug 


Tewksbury students and staff recovering

‘TEWKSBURY - Feeling sick 
to' your stomach? You aren't 
alone, Last week the John F. 
Ryan School made news 
statewide when as many as 280 
fifth and sixth graders, and 14 
teachers, were out of school 
Friday with a mystery “stom- 
ach bug.” 

On Thursday Boston area tele- 
vision news crews reported that 
185 students stayed home main- 
ly due to the virus, with anoth- 
er 20 or so being dismissed 
throughout the day bringing the 
total over 200. The virus report- 
edly runs about 24-36 hours and 
may include a fever. Principal 
of the school, Kevin McArdle, 
and school nurse Marcia 
Osterman sent home a notice 
on Thursday explaining the out- 
break and asking parents to fol- 
low some common sense guide- 
lines so as to mitigate infec- 
tions and re-infections leading 
up to the holidays. 

“We didn't see it coming. On 
Wednesday: absentee numbers 
began going up and on 
Thursday. morning with the 
phones ringing constantly, we 
contacted the Board of Health,” 
said McArdle this week. “The 
custodians started taking pre- 
cautions that afternoon and 
evening after consulting with 
the Board, disinfecting the 
cafeteria, desks, bathrooms, 
everything. We also put up 
extra signs reminding kids to 
wash their hands.” 

“I was astounded by all the 
press coverage,” said McArdle, 
who spent most of his day 
Friday fielding requests from 
local television reporters. All 
the local news outlets covered 
the story at morning, noontime, 
and evening broadcasts includ- 


ing WCVB Channel 5, CBS4 
Boston, WHDH Channel 7, Fox 
25 News, and the former 
Channel 56 as well as local 
radio and print media. 

For McArdle, this is his first 
time seeing such a remarkable 
outbreak in school. “We've had 
the respiratory flu in the mid- 
dle of winter before. Not as 
many kids were out then, but 
those that were sick were out 
longer.” 

Children in other schools have 
come down with the stomach 
virus, but not nearly in the 
numbers seen at the Ryan. 

“Our numbers (for absen- 
teeism) went up a little but 
were within normal range for 
cold and flu season,” said 
George Paul, Principal of the L 
D. Trahan Elementary School. 
“Custodial staff will take extra 
precautions while disinfecting 
around the school.” 

“We have no sense of why the 
Ryan was hit so hard,” said Dr. 
Christine McGrath, 
Superintendent of Schools. 
“Everybody is trying to see if 


we can come up with some con- 
nection. We had a production at 
the Ryan on Monday with 80 
performers. At the High School 
there was a holiday concert 
over the weekend that may 
have reintroduced that bug.” 

The schools are asking that 
parents keep feverish children 
home until they are fever free 
for 24 hours without the use of 
over the counter analgesics and 
to remind kids to wash their 
hands frequently. The school 
also advises keeping children 
home from school for 24 hours 
after having vomited, stating, 
“your children should have a 
day of normal eating patterns 
before returning to school.” 

“Hopefully implementing 
these measures will reduce the 
infection and re-infection of 
students and staff and we will 
be healthy so as to enjoy the 
upcoming holidays,” stated the 
parental notice. 

It appears to have worked. As 
of Monday officials noted 
results. 

“(We had) 


have great 
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improvement in the enrollment 
at the Ryan,” McGrath said. 
“280 out on Friday, and 100 
today.” 

McGrath also noted that 
absenteeism was up “a little 
bit” at the High School and at 
the Wynn Middle School on 
Monday. 

Tuesday morning began with 
about 50-60 students absent, 
which is normal for the school 
of 785 students and 55 perma- 
nent faculty members. 

“We had great support from 
the department of public health 
here in the town, great leader- 
ship by the Superintendent, 
great work by the custodians 
and strong support from the 
staff,” said McArdle. “With 
fourteen teachers out and not 
enough subs the staff came 
together to make sure that all 
the kids had a teacher in front 
of them. Everyone as a learn- 
ing community came together 
in a brilliant way.” 


is 108.” 

Miceli, along with a number 
of area residents, had opposed 
the project since its inception.

“it’s very difficult to find such 
a-nice kid, with a terrific per- 
sonality and who is as down to 
Earth and as friendly as 
Brianne Bozzella.

During her freshmen and

scorer, sometimes a person 
who struggled and turned the 
ball over too much and some- 
times a player who just needed 
a boost of confidence. The bas- 
ketball teams struggled to stay 
over .500 during those two sea- 
sons and she needed to be a lit- 
tle bit more consistent in all 
ends of the floor while trying to 
gain the experience she needed 
to reach that point in her game. 

Then came junior season. The 
Monday after last 
Thanksgiving everything start- 
ed over for the girls program 
and especially Bozzella. After 
playing some point and some 
shooting guard, Bozzella was 
implemented as the permanent 
point guard by Keane, who was 
coming in as the new coach. 

“Last year I put the ball in 
her hands and I said ‘hey you 
run the show’ and she didn’t let 
us down,” said Keane. 

And that’s what he did. He let 
her know that first she is the 
full-time starting point guard, 
who'll be looked upon for a 
much bigger role on the team. 
She had to control the team’s 
offense, bring the ball up the 
floor and set up the half court 
offense, especially finding a 
way to get the ball in the low 
and high post to her good 
buddy Ashley Vitale, a two-time 
all-conference selection. 

In addition to that, Bozzella 
had the tough chore of being 
the commander on the very 
tough and stingy full-court 
press defense. She was the one 
at the top of the diamond press, 
running everywhere on the 
court, causing havoe, pestering 
other guards and forwards, and 
coming away with several big 
steals during the course of a 
game which led to easy bas- 
kets, and then of course victo- 
Ties, 

While she did all of that — 
bringing up the ball, hustling 
all over the court, and playing 
tough defense — she would also 


come up with a handful of 
clutch three-pointers or jump 
shots. Her game, her style, her 
confidence and her ability to 
excel in every aspect on the 
floor really came into its own 
from last December to this past 
March. She was a huge factor 
in the team’s 17-5 season, com- 
ing after the team finished 8-12 
during her sophomore cam- 


paign. 

“We had a new coach so no 
one knew what to expect,” she 
said. “But we had a good pre- 
season and then we started to 
win some games and coach was 
great all year. So I would say 
that we had a pretty good sea- 
son.” 

That they did. It just seemed 
like a new team was born from 
day one until the team was 
eliminated in the second round 
of the state tournament by 
Cape Ann League rival, 
Ipswich. 

“It was a much better season 
than (the 2004-05 season),” 
said Bozzella.

But then the team rallied 
back strong for another win- 
ning streak which included a 
monstrous home _ victory 
against Lynnfield. Playing 
against a team that was led by 
all-scholastic Shae Fitzpatrick -

particular Bozzella, stole the 
show. The Wildcats stormed 
out to a 21-0 lead against a 
team that came into the game 
with a 7-1 record. Bozzella

Athletes with t-shirts that say: 
‘Respect all-Fear no one’ The 
kid wearing that shirt must 
have weighed in at 103 pounds 
soaking wet. Watching him 
wrestle, it was clear that he 
walked the walk, and didn’t 
give that slogan simple lip ser- 
vice. 


The language is very different 
too. You hear phrases like: 
"Finish it !" -"Lock his head up

Some eight hours after it all 
began, two mats are removed 
and the lights are dimmed to 
one simple spotlight on the cen- 
ter mat. Special athletes taking 
center stage. The champi- 
onship matches begin and 
there will be more stories 
etched in sweat to share years 
later. Long after this grueling 
day is finally done. 

The Tewksbury champions 
and the lone Wilmington 
champ won't be the only 
wrestlers with stories to tell.

The Town Crier gives this 
award out for a calendar year. 
If you look at what Greg did the 
past 12 months, it’s pretty 
impressive. He was a starter on 
the 184 boys basketball team 
that captured its fifth straight 
Cape Ann League title, while 
advancing to the aforemen- 
tioned second round of the state 
tournament, 

He was named the team’s 
Most Improved Player and was 
also named the Most Valuable 
Player of the annual Knights of 
Columbus/Larry McGrath 
Memorial Christmas tourna- 
ment. 

In the spring, he was the base- 
ball team’s top relief pitcher 
helping the Wildcats advance to 
the state tournament and win a 
playoff game for the first time 
in six years. 

And on the football field, he 
was the team’s top receiver, 
catching 32 passes for 572 
yards, while he also rushed for 
54 yards on 11 carries. He ended 
the season second on the team 
in points scored with 91, includ- 
ing 8 touchdowns, three conver- 
sion receptions and 21 PATs. 

The football team ended the 
season with an 9-2 overall 
record, which included grab- 
bing a share of the Cape Ann 
League title and defeating 
Tewksbury for the fourth 
straight year, which had never 
been done in the previous 72 
years of the rivalry. 

Stewart was also selected as a 
Cape Ann League all-confer- 
ence wide receiver, which came 
a year after being named an 
all-conference defensive back. 

Thus in the three sports, the

record, with two league titles, 
two post season victories, while 
accomplishing something that 
hadn't been done in six year's in 
one sport and in 72 years in 
another. Not bad for a year’s 
work. 

On top of that, it’s believed he 
joins just Sean Murphy — who

During the 2005-06 basketball 
season, Stewart didn’t really 
know where he stood during

pre-season. But he kept work- 
ing as hard as he could to make 
decisions that much harder for 
the coaching staff. 

Right ‘before the team’s first 
game of the season against 
North Reading, head coach Jim 
McCune informed Stewart that 
he would be one of the team’s 
starters. Stewart responded 
with several big games, several 
games of scoring 17 and 18 
points, but scoring is really not 
his strong point. 

“I think last year’s (basket- 
ball) team we really worked 
well together,” he said. “I 
might not be the best shooter or 
anything but I run the floor 
really well and I play pretty 
good defense so that’s where I 
get most of my points by transi- 
tion, hard work and the hustle 
points, 

“I’m not the outside shooter 
that John (Olivere) is, but I can 
get down low, get some 
rebounds and score on hustle 
points.” 

And while Stewart was seen 
getting the dirty points, ala 
rebounds, transition points, 
steals and lay-ups, his team- 
mates Joe Herra, Caira and 
Miele were draining the jump 
shots and three-pointers, while, 
Murphy was inside grabbing 
pep boards and getting the put 


Mae of that put together result- 
ed in a 17-3 regular season 
mark and a league champi- 
onship. 

“I think the expectations com- 
ing in to every basketball sea- 
son is to win, and win the 
league title,” said Stewart. “We 
had (four) coming into last 
year’s season, so we wanted to 
win (the fifth straight Cape 
Ann League title). We didn’t 
want to be that team that ended 
the streak, so that gave us a lot 
of motivation. 

“I thought we played really 
well and I think we met the 
expectations. I don’t think we 
underachieved. I think the 
expectations were met.” 

Certainly last year’s team had 
some talent, but Stewart is the 
first to point out the real reason 
why the team was successful 
last year and has been so suc- 
cessful over the past dozen 


years. 

“Coach McCune may come 
down hard on his players,” said 
Stewart. “But of any coach that 
I've ever had he has the most 
respect for his players. He'll go 
to bat for any player he has. 
He's a straight up guy. I respect 
him a lot. I respect him so 
much that I think he’s a great 
coach.” 

Added McCune, “Greg just 
brings that mentality to the 
team that I love,” said McCune. 
“He's just a digger, a hustler 
and a scrapper. He’s only 5-foot- 
11 but he plays like he’s 6-foot-4. 
He takes on all comers and 
that’s probably the one thing I 
really like about him. He’s play- 
ing the four spot which is not a 
glorious position, but he’s going 
to have the scraps that are left 
over and get the hustle points 
and the rebound points. 

“I think Greg is everything 
you want in a student-athlete — 
good academically, good athlet- 
ically and he’s a team player 
especially for us. He doesn’t 
have a glory position. He goes 
from being a high profiled guy 
in football to one of these guys 
that goes in the corner and 
beats people up on our team 
He’s very versatile and he’s 
consistent.” 


A diamond in the rough 

Coming off a 3-17 record, the 
Wilmington High baseball team 
didn’t have too many expecta- 
tions heading into this past sea- 
son. Well how could they? But 
with six starters back, and a 
transfer in from Arizona, 
things looked optimistic in the 


pre-season. 
Stewart was told that he would 
be the team’s closer, since he 
threw the hardest out of any of 
his fellow pitchers. Brian Caira 
and Tom Miele, two of his bas- 
ketball teammates, would be 
the team’s top two pitchers and 
when they got tired or in trou- 
ble, Stewart’s job was to come 
in and shut down the opposing 
team and get anywhere from 
two to ten outs when called 
upon. 

The ‘Cats started out slow 
with a 2-5 record. Facing a one- 
win North Andover team, 
Wilmington desperately needed 
a victory. A loss would really 
put them on the back burner of

qualifying for the state tourna- 
ment. Leading 7-4 at the time, 
Stewart was called in from the 
bullpen and got several big outs 
only to see his teammates score 
three more runs and come 
away with a 10-4 win. 

That pame turned the entire 
season around. Including that 
win, the ‘Cats won eight of their 
next ten games which earned 
them a spot in the Division 2 
North sectional tournament, 
the first time that happened 
since the late Dick Scanlon 
guided the team in his final sea- 
son on the bench back in 2001. 

“Everyone wanted to win and 
that was the difference,” said 
Stewart. “Everyone had a 
great attitude. We really 
worked hard and knew what we 
had to do to be successful. And 
once we started to get a few 
wins under our belts we real- 
ized that we could do it and that 
really helped us.” 

While it seemed like the play- 
ers all adjusted to their roles 
and started to play as a team at 
the right time, Stewart said a 
lot of the credit should go to the 
team’s third baseman. 

“The (transfer) Andy 
Stratman made a huge differ- 
ence,” said Stewart. “He 
brought a whole new attitude to 
the team that we didn’t have 
before. Going into the season 
everyone was down. 

“There wasn’t much expecta- 
tions and I think he came in 
and just brought a new breath 
of fresh air. He had a great atti- 
tude but I think everyone on the 
team did. 

“We had a lot of kids step up 
and we were extremely excited 
to go to the playoff game.” 

Before reaching the playoffs, 
Wilmington had to get the ten 
victories. After the North 
Andover game made it three 
wins, the ‘Cats magic number 
was seven. Among those who 
were picked off, included Triton 
and Newburyport 

Stewart pitched three plus 
innings of relief against Triton 
as he saw his teammates come 
from behind and win an extra 


inning game. 
And then against one of the 
state’s best teams in 


Newburyport, Stewart came in 
the sixth inning with two run- 
ners on base and his team lead- 
ing. He was able to get out of 
the jam with two strikeouts and 
a pop up, as the ‘Cats won its 
biggest league game in six 


“He’s done well for us with 
inherited runners,” said base- 
ball coach Aldo Caira after that 
win. “He’s the hardest thrower 
we have on the team. If you 
can’t count on someone like 
that at the end of the game, 
especially a close game like 
this against a top 20-team, it’s a 
good feeling to have for a coach 
to be able to rely on someone 
like that.” 

Stewart ended up nailing 
down a handful of the team’s 
victories, but he didn’t pitch at 
all in the team’s two post-sea- 
son games, which included a 
win over Latin Academy before 
being eliminated by Wayland in

“I went from starter to closer 
and I actually liked that,” said 
Stewart. “I don’t throw a lot of 
curveballs, I throw hard and I 
think that was going to come in 
after someone like Tom Miele 
or Brian Caira who threw a lot 
of curveballs and off-speed 
stuff and for me to come in and 
throw a little harder.” 


Catching on to a winner 


After the summer break, 
Stewart came in to the football 
season as a senior. It didn’t 
matter the sport, but again it 
seemed like there were plenty 
of preseason questions. Those 
were answered, just like they 
were during the baseball s 
son. 

Stewart was locked in as the 
team’s starting wide receiver, a 
huge threat on the outside to 
compliment the All-Scholastic 
season put forth by running 
back Rich Barry, who scored 25 
touchdowns. 

“I think Greg is just a great 
all-around athlete,”_said 
Almeida. “You get an apprecia- 
tion for what he can do between 
baseball, basketball and foot- 
ball. He has exceptional speed, 
well I would really call it very 
good speed, but he combines 
that speed and quickness with 
his size and strength and that's 
very rare in the league. He has 
that toughness, he can jump 
and he sure can tackle and he’s 
an exceptional blocker. 

“Obviously he can catch the 
ball as a receiver. The yards he 
gets after the catch is phenom- 
enal. He'll turn a seven yard 
catch into a 25 yards very 
quickly. He has that ability to 
go up and get the ball on every 
play. 

“It really depended on how 
other teams were playing Greg 
with what we were trying to do. 
If they were playing him inside

s. Two years ago when 
s a sophomore, he strug- 
gled a bit, but really turned it 
around with tremendous defen- 
sive seasons the past two years. 

“Cornerback is probably the 
toughest position on the field 
because you're constantly 1-on 
aid.
